The  astronomer,  Ismael 
KEYES  Febles,  Is  director  of  • -prirate  observatory  which  he  calls 'Antares 
Observatory.  Keyes  showed  an  ftibassy  Officer  twenty  color  slides  of  tho 
November  12  eclipse  of  tho  sun  in  each  of  which  a cauccrlihc  object  was 
Visible  in  the • foreground  in  various  positions  throughout  the  cycle 
of  the  slides  taken  during  the  two-hour  duration  of  the  eclipse.  Beyct 
-said  he  has  not  shown  the  slides  to  anyone  else  yet  nnd  wishes  to  offer 
.then-  to  a suitable  scientific  agency  of  the  United  States  Government. 

.-Although  he  mentions  no  price,  his  manner  indicates  that  ho  expects 
remuneration  other  than  scientific  face.  Hie  Embassy  Officer  shn  sfoVo 
to  Ileycs  told  bin  that  there  was  no  one  in  the  Country  Team  qualified  to 
nave  even  a preliminary  assessment  cf  the  slides  but  t^at  he  wnul.-l  hring 
the  matter  to  tho  attention. of  the  Scientific  Attache  in  Ducnos  Aires.
